He is also given many opportunities 
to work in groups with his fellow 
students and to share responsibilities 
Moreover, he must himself act as the 
leader of a group, organize the assign: 
ments, and in his own little field, he 
becomes the entre-preneur of an 
enterprise. Only the meekest of 
students can remain a ‘tyes man”, 
after directing a group of six or eight 
of his fellows through an investigation 
on the manufacture of wool clothsfor 
the explorers of the sixteenth century 


When the Industrial Revolution 
freed man from slavery to his physic- 
al needs, it introduced to him a whole 
series of new problems. ndustrial 
workers demanded the right to vote, 
and with the adoption of universal 
sufferage came the necessity for an 
electorate with trained minds, and so 
a compulsory education system app- 
eared, The state schools in England 
aqopleq courses of studies modelled 
after the traditional classic gentleman 
education as seen in the great public 
schools. Itisonly recently that the 
schoo] system has escaped from this 
domination. 


€ 


A teacher of twenty years ago. would 
suffer a shock on entering a modern 
class-room where, for example, a 
problem in Social Studies is being 
worked out. The symmetrical rows 
of desks have vanished and they have 
been re-arranged in groups; the oc- 
cupants of the desks are discussing 
their problem, or perhaps drawing a 
map, or, completely surrounded by 
encyclopaedias, are running down 
some elusive fact. Obviously, stu- 
dents trained in this system may not 
know the entire contents of any one 
book, as did their predecessors, but 
they have a much wider knowledge: 
they realize that ‘it’s in the book” is 
no argument, and that one authority 
on a point in dispute is not enough. 

Moreover, our High Schools today 
seek to consider the varying abilities 
of the students by insisting on a 
minimum of required subjects, and 
providing options especially for those 
who are not seeking University or 
Normal entrance, which class is by 
far in the majority. These options 
may have vocational value, as in 
typing, or they may aim to provide a 
vicher and more abundant life, as in 
dramatics or music. 


Early in our century the state be- 
gan to providean increased number 
of special services,and a general belief 
developed that the state is responsible 
for providing its youth not only with 
the three R,s,bnut also vocational trai- 
ning. Though all our young people 
have not been given free vocational 
trainings as yet, we have our agricul- 
ture, technical and commereial schools 
which receive state aid. Receutly Alb- 
ta has introduced a new high schoo] 


course’ which makes provision for 
the teaching of such subjects as typ- 
ing and general shop. However, if the 
secondary schools are going to meet 
the public demand for these more prac 
tical courses, they must be provided 
with a considerably greater amouut of 
equipment than was necessary a few 
years ago, and this involves increased 
expenditures. However, it seems odvi- 
ous that puplicly supported vocational 
training isa logical development in a 
democracy, with its ideal of equality 
of opportunity for all. 


The new course has partially solved 
the controversial home-work problem, 
by providing each student with a 
minimum of spare periods a day, so 
that no student who uses his time in 
school to the best advantage should 
have a burdensome amount of school 
work after hours. 


Not only has the idea of what the 
school should offer altercd in recent 
years, but the method of offering it 
has also been revolutionized, The old 
class-room with its more or less arti- 
ficial atmosphere and its dictatorial. 
if-I,suy-so-it-is-so teachcr has disappea: 
ed, In its place we bave substituted « 
class-room which parallels as nearly as 
possible the conditions which the stv. 
dent will meet outside of school, and 
the teacher is the organizer and guide 
of aetivities carried out by the stu- 
dents. 


It bas also eliminated final ex- 
aminations in grades ten and eleven, 
thus making it impossible to 
from one grade to another by last 
minute cramming. Final marks are 
compiled from those obtained during 
the year on tests and assignments. 

By these practical means, the school 
aims to provide its students with the 
tools necessary to build themselves a 
measure of security in this uncertain 
world, But it hopes also to aid them 
in fitting into the social erder; it 
hopes to make them loyal, thinking 
citizens; it hopes to inspire them, by 
contact with those who have left their 
footprints in the sands of time, to} 
meet the future and whatever it mnay 
bring with 
fidence.
